The origin of gunpowder is involved 
in great bhecurity. Its prototype,Greek 
fire was known to the ancients, Phil- 
relates that 


was checked by a people dwelling be- 
tween the River Ganges and Hyphas- 
es, who overthrew their enemies with 
tempests and thunderbolts. In the 
seventh century. the secret recipe for 
Greek fire was sold by a Syrian priest, 
Collenicus. to the emperor of the east- 
ern empire. It was used against the 
Saracens in 673-79, and for many ‘years 
the secret of its manufacture was 
jealously 
above ail things,” said Constantine VII. 
to his son, “direct thy cares and thy 
attention to the liquid fire which is 
thrown by means of tubes, and if the 
secret is dared to be asked of thee, as 
it has often been of me, then thou 
must refuse and reject. thix prayer.” 


ANCIENT GREEK FIRE. 


But the Saracens knew the secret 


and used it to the: terror and discom- 
fiture of the Christians. 

A famous description of Greek fire 
© action is given by De Joinville, in 
his history of 8t. Louis. Recounting a 
skirmish with the Mussulmans on the 
borders of the Nile about 1248 he de-

that ever I saw.” Desoribing the 
Greek fire, he says, “it came forth as 
large as a tun, and the tail extended as 
jong as @ great lance, It made such 
& noise in approaching that it seemed 
like thunder which had fallen from 
heaven, and seemed to me a great dra- 
gon flying through the air,, and threw 
out such a blaze of light that it ap- 
peared clear as day.” 

This apparition in the sky created 
great consternation. De Joinville thus 
describes it: “As soon as the Turks 
threw the first charge of fire we threw 
ourselves upon our elbows and knees, 
and the fire of tha first discharge fell 
between our two towers, and immedi- 
ately the fire was extinguished by a 
man we had for the purpose. Three 
times during the night they threw this 
Greek fire at us. And every time that 
the great St. Louis heard that they 
thus threw the fire he cast himself on) 
the ground-and stretched his hands to | 
heaven and cried with a loud voice, 
shedding copious tears, ‘Good Lord 
Jesus, preserve me and my people.’” 

CANNONS THROWING STONES. 

From the use of this “engine,” hurl- 
ing liquid fire, the Turks passed quick- 
ly to crude cannon which threw stones, 
In the year 1247 they so defended Se-! 
ville at an attack by the Christians. | 
For a century and a haif later there 
are frequent allusions to the use of 
cannon by the Moors in Spain and in 
Africa. 

But Christian Europe for 
shrank from the new device and paled 
beneath its thunders. In the popular 
mind it was closely allied to the black 
arta. 

Some English writers have ascribed 
to Roger Bacon the invention of gun-| 
powder. Bacon in his travels had vis-! 
ited Spain, anid perhaps there learned | 
of the strange explosive.

Germany gives credit to Berthold 
Schwarz, or “Back Barthol,” for the 
discovery of gunpowder. Schwarz was} 
& monk of Freiburg, and the date of 
his important discovery is variously 
pinced at 1259, 1920, and 1954. One 
version is that he invented the granu- 
lation of gunpowder, a process which 
adds many fold to its explosive force. 
A legend relates that Schwarz was 
blown up by Winceslaus as a punish- 
ment for'sorcery. A monument was 
erected to his memory in 1853 at Frei- 
burg. Germany. 

COLLECTING SALTPETER. 


Very gradually the manufacture and 
use of gunpowder extended through- 
out Europe. The saltpeter, or nitrate 
of potash, osed in making it, was at 
firat imported wholly from Asia, the 
Flemish at.onée time monopolizing the 
trade. There was in Europe one curi- 
ous.source of supply. The common peo- 
ple lived in floorless hets and upon 
the ground in these habitations vege- 
table and animal refuse accumulated 
till from the subeequent d 
tion eee of the nitrates formed at 
the = or om the ground. So coveted 
was the acquisition of this saltpeter in 
England and in some of the European 
kingdoms that by royal edict officers 
were empowered to temporarily evict 
the resisting peasantry «nd thoroughly 
cleanse the not from sanitary mo- 
tives, tut to obtain material for the 
manufacture of gunpowder to be used 
in the national defence.

A GENERAL REVIEW. 


The remainder of the report, after 
a brief review of mining accidents and 
their causes, gives a very voluminous 
description of the mines of every kind 
all over the province by the several 
inspectors employed by the Govern- 
ment. The reading matter is most in- 
teresting, and will be more so to the 
public because of a number of fine il- 
lustrations and cuts which are dispers- 
ed throughout the book. 


What Was Bene Last Year—tnformation 


Given tn Mr. Blac’s Annual Beport— 
Statiaties of Last Vear’s Outpat. 


(According to the report of the Bu- 
reau of Mines for Ontario, the first 
part of which has just been issued, the 
mining activity of the past year has 
left nothing to wish for. 

The total number of locations sold 
and leased in the year was 1.256, em- 
bracing an area of 115,809 acres, where- 
as for the five years 1892-96 the num- 
ber sold and leased was 1,016, with an 
area of 93.821 acres. The revenue de- 
rived by the Crown last year from 
salesand rentals was $144,299, whereas 
for the preceding five years it was only 
$131,518. Adding the rentals of lands 
previously leased, the aggregate re- 
venue of the five years was $146,959, 
while for 1897 it was $150,540, or, if the 
revenue from mining licenses be in- 
cluded, the aggregate for 1897 was 
$153,561. Equally significant was the 
activity shown in the incorporation of 
mining companies. In 1897, the num- 
ber of companies incorporated was 140, 
with a capital stock of $102,551,000, 
while during the previous 29 years only 
146 companies had been incorporated, 
with capital amounting in the total 
to $62,309,380. 

ROOM FOR DEVELOPMENT. 

“There ia room,” the report goes on, 
“for large development in the mineral 
industries of the province. Not only 
does the varied list include all of the 
principal and more commonly found 
metals, such as iron, copper, lead, sil- 
ver, and gold, but it also embraces the 
comparatively rare metal nickel, the 
deposits of which in the Sudbury dis- 
trict constitute ome of the two sources 
of the world’s supply. In the smelt- 
ing of irom ore a fair °teginning has 
been made. but the capabilities of ex- 
pansion in ‘this line hare as yet been 


A FARMER'S PARADISE. . 

For the past few years the agricul- 
tural element has predominated in the 
Legislature of Manitoba, and the leg- 
islation has been largely in the inter- 
est of the farmer. As & consequence 
the lawyera have been practically leg- 
islated out of existence, so far as a

USES FOR BORAX. 


No ho pper can afford to be 
without a bok of powdered borax in| 
the kitchen, for there is probably no’ 


other articls that can be used in so’ 
many ways. It “breaks” hard water, | 
making it as nice for washing as rain 
water, and does not injure the clothes | 
like lye or sal-soda. A little added! 
to the water in which muslins and 
ginghams are washed cleanses them 
without fading the most delicate colors. 
When you are going to make starch, 
put a teaspoonful of powdered borax 
in two tableapoonsful of dry starch, 
and prepare as usual. The clothes will 
have & beautiful gloss, and will be easy 
to tron. 
which blanketa, flannels or other wool- 

makes the work 


ing. good for washing floor 
and table oil-cloth, leaving the colora 
as bright as when new. 

The oily substance that adheres to 
the inside of the tea and coffee pot 
must be washed out, if you wish these 
beverages to be free from musty taste 
oreodor. Filling them half full of wa- 
ter in which a teaspoonful of borax 
has been dissolved, and boiling the wa- 
ter twenty minutes, purifies them and 
makes them bright and clean. It is 
good for washing any vessel made of 
porcelain, tin. or galvanized iron, If 
there is anything that cannot be wash- 
ed off, wet a cloth, sprinkle with borax, 
and scour the pan well, Silver spoona, 
knives and forks are cleaned and pol- 
ished by leaving them an hour in a 
atrong solution of borax and water. 
Have the water boiling hot when you 
put’them in. This treatment should 
be given them two or three times a 
week, if they are in daily use. 

Fresh meat is preserved for a long 
while by dusting it over with powdered 
borax, rubbing it in as you would pep- 
per or. salt. When you wish to use it, 
rinse in clear water. and it will be free 
from any disagreeable flavor.  Pro- 
vision men have learned its wonderful 
preserving qualities, and are using it 
for eggs, butter, and all kinds of 
meat. 

If any part of the house is infested 
with beetlea, roaches, buffalo bugs. or 
anta, mix one part flour with four 
parts of borax and sprinkle near their 
haunts. They will soon disappear. 
This may be used in upholstered furni- 
ture, and will prevent it from being 
injured by moths.

DETROIT RIVER BRIDGE. 


The Windsor and Detroit Union 
Bridge Company, consisting of Chea. 
M. Hays and Geo. B. Reeve, of the 
Grand. Trunk. and representatives of 
the Wabash railway, were empowered 
by the Railway Qommittee to build a 
bridge across the Detroit river, be- 
tween Windsor and Detroit. Their ap 
plication was vainly resisted by Mr. 
Nicol Kingsmill, Q.C., who argued 
that the Canada southern railway had 
already been granted a charter for the 
samme purpose, and that if a second 
charter were iss it would arouse 
such opposition from the Lake Car- 
riers Association as to destroy both 
schemes. 


COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


The report of the commissioners who 
investigated the affairs of the St. Vin- 
| Cent de Paul penitentiary recommend 
| Gumerous dismissals. The commissions 
ers report that there were ‘too many 
officers, one to every nine and three- 
quarters of a convict, whereaa one to 
every twelve ought to be sufficient. 
They report that there was traffick- 
ing between the prisoners and officers 
in tobacco and other delicacies, and that 
there was dishonesty among some of 
the employes, inasmuch as the prison 
property was sold without being ac- 
counted for and officers used prison 
supplies for their own purposes. The 
warden and deputy warden are found 
guilty of political offences. On this 
subject the commissionera report that 
“it is much to be regretted that the 
Management of these institutions can- 
not be raised to the same level aa other 
branches of the administration of jus- 
tice, of which it is part and parcel, 
The chief consideration in making ap- 
pointments has been purty claims. 
Hence it is that we find that most of 
the officers so appointed fail to leave 
their politics behind them when they 
enter upon their duties, and fail to 
remember that they are servants of 
the people.”

TIMOTHY AND CLOVER HAY. 

Tt is rather surprising that Timothy 
hay keeps its popularity so well aa it 
does. At its best ite putritive value 
ie much less than clover. But very 
little Timethy grass le ent early on- 
ough to be at iia beat, because the me- 
}eority of customers prefer it after it 
has fully formed its esed and bas pase- 
ed the flowering stage. Timothy then 
has largely changed the richer juices 
which the green Timothy possesses into 
woody fibre that ia little better than 
ao much straw. At ite beat, says Am- 
erican Cultivator, and cat before flow- 
ering. Timothy contains, of ite dry mat- 
ter, possibly four or five per cent. of 
albumenocids. But Timothy grass oat 
thus young. dries down to less than 
half the bulk. it will make if cut two 
or three weeks later. Conséquently no 
farmer is willing to out it early, par- 
ticularly as the majority of horsemen 
like the Timothy hay fully ripened; 
making up for its deficlemcy of nutri- 
ment by graim feeding, which supplics 
the animal with food so conducive to 
strength, and in such concentrated 
form that there is little distention 
of stomach to prevent the horse from 
making ite beat speed, Where Timo- 
thy hay is fed without grain. as it is 
om most farma, while horses are not 
working, it is a very poor and un- 
economical feed. Horses will grow 
poor if fed on the dried fiber of fully 
ripened Timothy hay. We sometimes

Flannels should be washed in hot 
suds, in which a little ammonia has 
been stirred. Do not rub soap directly 
upon the flannels. Hinse in clear wa- 
ter the same temperature and hang 
where they will dry quickly, pulling 
and shaking them several times to pre- 
vent them fulling. In winter it is best 
to dry them by the fire. 

Colored clothes, stockings, ete, are 
usually washed in the first rinse water, 
adding hot water necessary to make it 
the right temperature. It is much het- 
ter to riase these in clear water. Be 
careful to hang them up. so thal they 
may dry alike and as quickly as pos- 
sible. A shady, windy place is beat for 
colored clothes. 

Shirts should be pinned between two 
lines. for the air to circulate fréely.

cruiser Baltimore had suffered in any

ammunition near one of her guns, and 
slightly injured half a doxed of her 
crew, Several shots passed danger- 
oualy close to Commodore Dewey, but 
jlittle or no damage was done on board 
the flagship, 

150 SPANIARDS KILLED, 

| On the other hand about 150 men are 
‘said to have been killed on board the 
‘Spanish flagship, which was totally de- 
stroyed. Admiral Montijo, the Spanish 
commander, transferred bis flag to the 
Isla de Cuba, when his ship caught 
ifire, but the latter was also destroyed 
in due course of time. : 

The Reina Christina lost her captain, 
@ lieutenant, her chaplain, and @ mid- 
ishipman by one shot, which struck her 
lbridge. About 100 men were killed and 
about 60 wounded on board the Cas- 
(tilla, Indeed, some estimates place the 
‘number of Spanish wounded during the 
jengagement at over a thousand men, 
The Olympia was struck five tmes 
jenent her upper worka, and a whale- 
boat of the Raleigh was smashed, 

Although the Krapp guns on the 
j*splanade of Manilla were fired con- 
tinuously during the engagement, Com- 
modore Dewey did not reply to then, 
and the battery afterwards hoisted & 
white flag in token of surrender.

At length, at 7/15, after two hours’ ab- 
semoe the jury/ came back. ‘The pri- 
soner was brought in: trembling with 
expectancy. The foreman wea interro- 
gated as to whether he bad arrived at 
& verdict, “We cannot come to an 
agreement,” he said, His Lordship was 
peremptory. “You must back to 
your room,” said he. “I cannot let 
you go so soon.” And so the hungry 
| Jurors were locked up again. On the 
prisoner the effect of the prolongation 
of the agony she was suffering was ex- 
treme. Again the crowd parted to let 
her pass out of the court-room, this 
time in a state of absolute collapse. 
As the evening wore on the throng 
increased. Farmers and their families 
from twenty miles away drove into 
tewn in the evening to see the denoue- 
ment of the drama. 


THE VERDICT.

BEST TIME FOR CLOVER HAY. 


There is no other hay that is as good 
for all kinds of stock, expecially for 
growing animals and milch cows, as 
clover hay, provided the clover is cut) 
at the right time and properly cared, 
writes C. P. Goodrich. And yet ao 
great many farmers—I am not sare but 
I could trathfally say & majority — 
fail so completely in one or the other, 
or both of these particulars, that the 
result is, a great proportion of the 
clover hay in the try is of infer- 
jor quality, and we often bear men aay: 
“I do not think much of clover hay; it 
is the poorest hay there is.” Accord- 
ing to my experience, the best time 
to cut clover ls when it is in full 
bloom. As all of the blossoms do not 
come out at the same time, I would, 
if I were sure the weather would per 
mit, and if I could cut it all in one 
day, wait till about one-fourth of the 
heads had turned brown. But in prac 
tice, becamse I cannot cut it all at 
once, and to guard against any of it 
becoming too far advanced, | usual 
ly, ana always if the weather is good, 
commence cutting before any of the 
heaas have turned, Clover is a plant 
of rapid growth, and matares very ra- 
pidly, ap that, after it has passed the 
full-blossom stage, every day is work- 
ing great damage to it by chang- 
Jag the soft and digestible stems in- 
‘to hard, woody and indigestible fiber, 
I.find by consulting my record, that 
the time of commencing to cut clover 
for hay on my farm in southern Wis- 
consin for the last twenty years or 
more, has varied from the 7th to the 
25th of June, Many let it stand long- 
er before cutting because they get s 
greater weight of hay. But the in- 
creased quantity is at the sacrifice of 


quality which do farmer can afford, Be- 
side this, the quantity will usually. be 
fully made up by the increased am- 
count of the second orop when the 
first one is cut early.

afternoon, and, if the sun shines 
bright, let it wilt during the middle 
of the day, bat not have it dry enough 
to have the leaves crumble off. Then 
rake and put up in small piles, narrow 
at the bottom, Clover put up in this

| the piles are topped out) good, so that 


®€~/ they will shed rain good, if rain should 


come. It is left in these piles two or 
three days, or longer, according ‘to 
the weather. Before the hay is haul- 
ed to the barn it is usually necessary 
to open the piles and spread them out 
some so that the sun and air will take 
out some of the moisture, bat do not 
think to get it perfectly dry. It may 
seem quite damp and soggy efter this, 
when it is drawn to the barn, but it 
bas had a time of heating and saweat~- 
ling in the piles and will not heat again 
lin the barn, but will come out In the 
| winter the finest of hay. Some object 
to this way of making clover hay be- 
cause it takes more work than it does 
to let It lie spread owt on the ground 
until it is thoroughly dry before rak- 
ing. Tt may be a little more work, 
but that is compensated for many 
times over by the great improvement 


in quality. 


HOW TO SET FRUIT TREES. 


When any kind of a plant has its 
roots exposed, it-is sure to suffer loas 


of vitality by evaporation. These should 


be kept covered with damp straw or 
cloth, and if to be kept several days 
before setting, placed in a cool place, 
writes one who knows. Trees some- 
times arrive in a shriveled condition, 
caused by delay in shipment or tran- 
sportation, These should be immedia- 
tely placed horizontally in a trench 
and covered with puddled earth and 
allowed to remain for several days. If 
the branches are still shriveled, they 
are worthless.. They should be plump 
when removed. 

Remove all bruised and injured roots 
with a sharp knife or pruning shears. 
Also cut off all fibrous rootlets, as 
mew growth starts from the large 
coots, Cut back the top quite severe- 
ly, the peach to a whip and the pear 
and apple to three or four short bran- 
ches equally distributed around the 
trumk and sot more than three feet

“Of course there's no trouble of this 
sort. in the morning; then the trouble 
ia to find seats for allthat come. But 
most folks seem to think they've done 
their duty if they go to church once 
a day, and they go in the morning, and 
at night their seats are left empty. 
Then is the time when the stranger 
and the casual church-goer gets the 
best seats In the church and a welcome 
besides; as he would, indeed, at any 
time, but, if. anything, he’s doubly 
welcome at t. Bot for all that, 
I’ve heard in the course of my life more 
than one good sermon preached at 
night to a congregation of a dozen or 
twenty. 

“But in a small church even that 
mumber of people can be made effec- 
tive as a congregation by judicious 
scattering. In such a case, or with 
thirty or forty or fifty people. you 
would use, I should say, the body of 
the church only, not the seata on the 
side aisles against the walls. If you 
had only twenty people, by placing 
them in pews on either side of the 
middie aisle only, say from one to four 
persems in a pew and not too mich 
ecattered, but still with an interval 
of a pew or two between the pews oc- 
cupied, you can make a very respect- 


able audience of them; and looked at | 


acrosa their heads, aay from the rear | 
of the pews, or from a low pulpit, un- 
occupied pews are not neticeable or 
not strikingly so, and you are impress- 
ed by the area of occupation, and to 
a greater or lesser degree with the idea 
of numbers that that area would ordi- 
marily convey, rather than by the 
actual number of people present.

INJURIES RECEIVED IN ‘A RUN- 
AWAY PROVE PATAL.

A despatch from Toronto saya: 
Mr. Dalton McCarthy, O.C., M.P.. died 
at hix residence, 174 Beverley atreet, 
#hortly after nine o'clock on Wednee- 
day night, the immediate canse of 
death being acute pneumonia, sup- 
rinduced by injuries received in 4 
runaway accident which occurred on 
Sunday evening previous. 

The melancholy incidents connected 
with the tragic events are still fresh 
in the public mind. Mr. McCarthy left 
bis residence on Sunday evening in 4 
high dog-cart, drawn by « very spirit- 
ed horse. He was accompanied by his 
coachman, Taylor, but was Handling 
the reins himeelf, and was driving to 
the Union station té take the train 
for Ottawa, 

When opposite the Beverley street 
Baptist church the hotse bolted, and 
at the corner of Queen and Beverley 
Streets the coachman was thrown to 
the sidewalk, sustaining serious in- 

A short distance further on the rig 
overturned, and Mr. McCarthy, till 
clinging tenaciously to the lines, was 
dragged some distance in the debris of 
the cart. When picked up he was un- 
conscious, and until hia death never 
fully regained his senses, although pat- 
tially conscious at times. 

COMPLICATIONS SET IN. 

At firat the attending physicians did 
not anticipate serious results, but on 
| Monday night it wae found that the

_ Alton’ MoOarthy was born near 
Dublin, Lreland, Oct. 10, 1836, and came 
of an old Irish family. His father was

was Bucknell Henry MoCarthy. a well- 
known member of the Irish bar. 
D’Alton was educated at a private 
school at Blackrock, Ireland, and a 
school in Dublin. When quite young 
he emigrated to Canada and attended 
the Barrie Grammar school. Having 
completed, his education he began to 
study law, and was called to the bar 
of Upper Canada in 1859. He went in- 
to partnership with his father and the 
late D’Arcy Boulton, Q. C. Quickly he 
acquired a large practice,.and by his 
brilliancy took a high place among the 
other members of the bar. In 1872 he 
was appointed a Queen's Counsellor, 
and was also made a bencher of the Law 


Society of Ontario and a member of ; 


the Executive Council of the Canadian 
Bar Association. 
from Barrie to Toronto and establish~- 
ed the légal firm of which he is now 


&@ member. 

It was in 1872 that Mr. McCarthy 
made his first attempt to get into 
Parliament. He was a candidate in 
North Simede,. but was defeated. In 
1876, however, he was successful in & 
bye-election in Cardwell, During his 
first session in the House of Commons 
he distinguished himself in the de- 
bates. and was hailed as the coming 
man in the Conservative party. Out- 
side of Parliament he did much for 
the Conservatives. He undertook the 
work of reorganization for the party, 
and was made chairman of. the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Liberal<Con- 
servative Union of Ontario. Mr. Mo-« 
Carthy had beem offered a Cabinet 
position, but refused, He also declin- 
ed an appointment to the Bench.

In 1884 Mr. McCarthy appeared be-

case.”” He acted for the Manitoba Gov- 
ernment in the school case; and an- 
other case in which the public ware 
greatly interested was that of Mrs.

Waubuno in Georgian Bay. There were 
several suits, all of which hinged on 
the result of this ome.

They did not look very formidable to 
the Gpaniards, who drew, up on the 
beach and waited. When within one 
thousand yards both boats opened with 
shrapnel. The first few shells flew 
wide, and the Spaniarda defiantly re- 
plied with rifle volleys. Bullets eplash- 
ed like bail about the boats, but did

UNITED STATES TORPEDO BOAT” 


Srarty a Scere Wemnded ty Ruptoding 
Shells The Atm of the Spanterds Wee

A despatch from Key West eays:~< 
There waa an engagemept off Carden- 
an near Matancas, Wednesday, at one 
o'clock in the afternoon. The United 
States cruiser Wilmingtos. command- 
er C. C. Todd; the torpedo boat Wie 
slow, and the auxiliary gueboeat Bad- 
four men were killed and several were 
wounded. 

The engagement took place inside the 
aarbor of Cardenas. The craleer Wilm- 
ington. the torperde beat Winslow, 
and the gunboat Hudson were the only 
vessels engaged. They entered the 
harbor for the purpose of attacking 
known to be there. But the latter 
were not discovered by the cam 
foree until the Spaniards opened fire. 
The land batteries of Cardenas sup- 
ported the fire of the Gpenish gun- 
boats. The engagement commenced at 
2.05 p.m. and lasted for about an hour. 

The wounded are R. B. Cox, gunner’s 
mate; D. McKeown, quartermaster; J, 
Patterson, ‘fireman; F. Gray; and 
Lieut, J. B. Bernadou. All are slight- 
ly wounded except Patterson, whose 
condition ia serious. 

BATTLE WAS TERRIFIC. 

The battle while it lasted waa term 
rific. The Wilmington and the Budsos 
were ahead, and opened fire on the 
Spanish boats, which - were lying at 
the dooks.

The Ontario Gazette announces that 
Frank B. Gaylord, William Gerhauser, 
Sidney T. Millar, Frederick A. Good- 
rich and Arthur 0.

A report came from Seattle that the 
mother lode of the Klondyke placer 
gold has been discovered on American 
territory. It is locally known as the 
Pande Basin which is a wide canon 
600 feet deep with a gigantic glacier at 
its head and a-landslide dam below, 
The glacier has been grinding the 
quartz as it slowly moves on and push- 
ing the worn material into the basin. 


The mixture shows an average yield of 


#690 gold to the ton. 
THE NEW GOLD FIELD. 

Reports continue to be received at 
the Crown Lands Eepartenent of the 
discoveries of placer gold in the country 
north of Sudbury, lying in the basin of 
the Verrailion River. The Sudbury 
advices state that about 200 prospectors 
are already in the country, and that 
gold showings have been found in the 
townships of ames Capreol, Norman 
and Wisner, as well as in the unsur- 
veyed lands farther north along the 
course of the Vermilion. Some accounts 
claim that the sands are rich in placers, 
and that each panni gives from 
thirty to forty colors of gold. If this 
is anything like the average the dig- 
gings ought to pay well. In California 
it is found that placers which yield 
only three or four cents a ton will give 
a good profit by the hydraulic process, 
and if it is true that the Vermilion 
placers run as high as $1 a ton they 
should yield very handsome returns 
when worked by the old-fashioned 
processes of the rocker and sluice box. 

With the object of giying a chance to 
the many, the Crown Lands Depart- 
ment has decided to limit the area 
which a single prospector may take up 
to one location of forty acres in a town- 
ship, and in case of a firm or partner- 
ship or incorporated company to two 
locations of forty acres each. The 
Same limitations will be applied to 
areas of six square miles in unsuryeyed 
territories.

TIME TO BOW CLOVER. 


For some years past there bas been 
& craze among farmers to sow their 
A number of 
good writers have advocated this cus 
tom asbelng inthe long run the beet 
practice. We are all familiar with the 
arguments that are used by these 
writers in support of their views. A 
great many men can urge that ex- 
back up the practice. 
Many of those, however, says a writer, 
in Breeders’ Gazette, who argue for 
early clover seeding make the mistake 
of thinking that it is merely a ques- 
tion of time and season, forgetting 
that it is in fact a matter of condi- 
tion indiead. The fact is, one can 
sow clover seed successfully any time 
from June to June if only the proper 
conditions could be secured. The seed 
ef clover ia ripened generally during 
the latter part of summer; most of it 
ia. retained in the dried blossom. 
throyghout the remainder of the grow- 
ing season, and held up away from the 
ground above the moisture. If, as 
sometimes occurs, the autumn is wet 
with beating rains, seed on clover still 
remaining on the stalk upon which it 
grew, will be found beaten down and 
much of it sprouted. The writer has 
a field of clover at the present time 
which was seeded in just that man- 
nerin the fall of 1896 and which prom- 
isea well for the present year. But 
the ides Lwant to put forth is this: 
It is rarely too late to sow clover if 
you can happen upon or manufacture 
the proper conditions for successful 
seeding. These conditions seem to me 
to be. first, the perfect covering of 
the seed. The freezing and thawing 
of the late winter months generally 
do this work in the best of shape and 
without any effort on our part. But 
while this is so, we must not forget 
that there are many chances to be 


taken when early sowing is followed. | 


Two years ago we were all taught a- 


new experience when almost all the) 


entire area seeded to clover was killed 
by the late frosts of April and May. | 
I do not want to be understood as argu- 
ing against early sowing, for in the 
long run I believe the best results are 
to be gained by getting the seed into 
the ground assoon aa possible, but if 
this first condition mentioned, namely, 
the covering of the seed, be carefully 
looked after, success will generally fol- 
low. Most of our clover is sown on 
winter wheat, and in this case it very 


often happens that the ground be- 
comes very much packed and settled 
by the spring rains. When this oo- 
curs, one had better keep his seed in | 
the sack than to scatter it on such | 
a hard surface unless something is | 
dome to loosen it somewhat. Seed ean | 
however, be put on*"such a hard soil | 


‘| and when harrowed in carefully with | 


a sharp harrow the results will usually 
be as good as when sownearly. Very 
often it happens that the ground- 
cracks open by the action of the vig- 
orous March winds and the seed finds 
lodgement therein and quickly germ- 
inates. A second condition to be ob-| 
served in sowing clover seed is to make | 
sure of sufficient moisture in the soil. 
This ia the chief advantage gained by 
harrowing the ground. A loose eur- 
face — aanged of moisture = 
germination and subsequent grow 
while if the soil be left unpulverized ' 
a serious drouth may be disastrous to | 
the young plants. Then the seeding | 
1s done on oats ground it would seem | 
that every comdition would be favor- | 
able for good results. That this 
not the case we know too well from | 
frequent failures in the past. The, 
reason is not far to seek. [t.is simply 
explained by the fact that the ground 
has been left in such a rough, or else 
very open and loose condition, that the | 
seed waa either buried out of sight or 
perished with the first slight dry spell. | 
If clover is sown on oats it is far better | 
to first harrow them in, unless the’ 
drill has been used; then after seed-~ | 
ing brush or drag the ground. Some 
might suggest the roller, but its use. 
upon damp ground is hardly advisable, | 
and oats do not need to have a solid 
foundation in their early days. Clover 
is eo cheap these days, that it will pay 
anyone to experiment with it this sea- 
son under different conditions. Much | 
of that sown in February is already © 
ap and growing and if nothing happens 
soon to kill it out, a good stand is sure. 
This need not make any farmer who 
has not yet sown bis seed feel belated. 
for in all probability just as promising 
— will be met in April and early 
¥.

A despatch from Washington, says: 
Under the guise of auxiliary oruls 


ere, Spain proposes to privateer upon 
American commerce. Anticipating that 
it may be necessary to throw off the 
mask she has donned, she has made 
official admission that she may form- 
ally commission privateera. These 
facts are set forth im the war decrees 
of Spain transmitted from London by 
Ambassador Hay, and officially made 
public in the Consular reports of the 
State Department. 

A second decree forwarded by Am- 
bassador Hay seta forth instruptions 
which have been given by Spain to 
her naval commanders in regard to 
the exercise of the right of search. 
This decree announces that ships of 
war and merchant vessele of the bel- 
ligerents, when legally armed as auxi- 
liary cruisers of their navy, or as 
privateers. if and when they are au- 
thorized, may in their own territorial 
waters or those under the jurisdiction 
of the enemy. or in the open seas; de- 
tain such merchant vessels as the 
meet with. in order to verify the legiti- 
macy of their flag. and if neutrals, 
aad proceeding to a port of the other 
belligerent, the nature of their cargo. 
Seas subject to the sovereign jurisdic- 
tion of neutral powers are absolutely 
inviolable; right of visit may not 
therefore, be resorted to in them.
